Aid key to Mideast pact 
Wählers contract 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The United 
States has promised more than $2 billion 
in military and economic aid to Israel 
this year and up to 1800 million for Egypt 
under terms of the new interim Sinai ac- 
cord, It was disclosed today. 
House Republican Leader John J. 
Rhodes said after a 90-minute White 
House briefing of congressional leaders 
by President Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger that the amount of 
aid for Israel will run between $2.1 
billion and $2.3 billion in fiscal 1975-76. 
He said $1.5 billion of the Israeli aid 
will be in the form of military as­ 
sistance, the rest in economic help. 
Earlier news reports indicated the 
overall assistance to Israel might total 
nearly $10 billion over the long term. 
Fo rd in vite d R ep u b lican and 
Democratic leaders to the White House 
for the rundown by Kissinger, who 
returned Wednesday night from his suc­ 
cessful Middle East mission which 
culminated in the new pact. 
Sen. Robert Byrd of West Virginia, the 
assistant Senate Democratic leader, said 
after the meeting that the Israeli aid 


package may be toned down somewhat 
because there is “ the general impression 
that the Israelis are pretty well armed ’ 
Byrd said he anticipated there will be 
“ some problem” in getting Senate ap­ 
proval of the plan to station American 
civilians in the Sinai, but that “ in the 
final analysis” he expected it would be 
approved 
Byrd said he has some personal reser­ 
vations about the plan. 
Sen John Sparkman, D-Ala , chairman 
of the Foreign Relations Committee, 
said many questions were asked about 
the proposal to station up to 200 
American civilians in the Sinai Desert to 
monitor compliance with the accord by 
the Israelis and the Egyptians. 
Congress still must vote on whether to 
place the American observers in the buf­ 
fer zone. 
“ It was a very good discussion,” 
Sparkman told reporters, “ A lot of ques­ 
tions were asked.” 
House Speaker Carl Albert said he told 
Ford he supported the agreement and 
predicted it would pass the House. 
" I expect the House to approve the 


request” for American personnel, Albert 
said 
He said the agreement “ would 
relieve tensions between the strongest 
Arab country in the world and Israel.” 
Sparkman said his committee would 
hold a closed hearing on the accord later 
in the day and “ I think we will be getting 
some highly classified information.” 
Byrd said Kissinger assured the 
leaders “ no secret understandings or 
agreements” were a part of the agree­ 
ment but ‘‘we were told some of the un­ 
derstandings to the agreement will re­ 
main classified ” 
He said Kissinger urged that the 
request be approved by Congress within 
the next two to two-and-a-half weeks. He 
said Kissinger warned that failure by 
Congress to approve the pact would lead 
to “ possibly renewed conflict in the Mid­ 
dle East.” 
In an unusual tribute, Ford went to 
nearby Andrews Air Force Base to 
welcome Kissinger back from his two 
weeks of shuttle diplomacy which led up 
to the interim accord 
Before an applauding audience of of­ 
ficials Ford hailed the agreement as be­ 


ing “ of great importance not only to the 
parties involved but to the entire world.” 
“ America can be very proud of its role 
of peacemaking,” he declared. 
Ford needs the consent of Congress to 
carry out a key provision of the accord, 
the sending of up to 200 American 
civilian technicians to man electronic 
sensing devices to monitor compliance 
with the interim accord in the Sinai 
desert. 
“ I trust that the Congress will agree 
that this very small contingent will be a 
proper activity,” he said Wednesday 
night. 


Already. Ford appears to have won 
wide support for the plan among 
Republican and Democratic congres­ 
sional leaders, with the notable excep­ 
tion of Senate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfeld. He says the presence of U.S. 
civilians might draw the United States 
into any future Mideast war. 


But many members of Congress want 
to hear more details, and final approval 
will depend on how they receive Kis­ 
singer’s briefings. 
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School 
employes 
reject pact 


Classified school employes last night 
rejected, once again a final salary and 
fringe benefit offer and announced they 
would take the dispute directly to the 
school board. 
An estimated 115 of the local chapter 
of California School Employes As­ 
sociation’s 290 members were on hand in 
La Honda School when the vote was 
taken. The employes voted to reject the 
salary offer of six per cent after hearing 
speeches by Leonard Bonilla, field 
representative of CSEA out of Santa Bar­ 
bara. and Robert Halstead, president of 
the local chapter. 
The employes will seek a place on the 
school board’s agenda for a meeting on 
Sept. 23. They will also mount an infor­ 
mational picket line at that time.

The school board has offered the 
employes an increase totaling six per 
cent, while the CSEA asks an increase of 
7.2 per cent for salary and fringe 
benefits. Halstead said 154 of the 
employes would earn $730 a month or 
less after the school board’s raise and 
before taxes, but that those same 
employes would be taking home less than 
they are now because of increased 
employe input in the fringe benefit 
programs. 
Halstead said 22 per cent of the clas­ 
sified employes would get raises of only 
two per cent, according to the current of­ 
fers.

The Board of Supervisors, by a 3-2 
vote, has called on the State Coastal 
Zone Conservation Commission to 
withhold approval of a permit to allow 
Atlantic-Richfield (ARCO) Co. to drill 17 
new wells from Platform Holly off 
Goleta Valley in Santa Barbara Channel. 
The state commission had informed 
the supervisors that an appeal was 
before it from the decision of the South 
Central Coast Regional Commission to 
grant the permit. 
State commission executive director 
Joseph E. Bodovitz called on the Santa 
Barbara Supervisors for comments in 
view of the fact “ this is the first major 
appeal before the state commission on 
permits for energy installations in the 
coastal areas of Santa Barbara County, 
and because press reports indicate that 
other installations may be proposed in 
this area.” 
Backing the motion to withhold ap­ 
proval until the issue of consolidation of 
oil facilities of ARCO, Exxon and Bur- 
mah is settled were Supervisors James 
L. Slater, Frank J. Frost and Robert E. 
Kallman. Opposed were Supervisors 
Francis H. Beattie, board chairman, and 
Harrell Fletcher.

Gene L Wählers, chief administrative officer for the City of Lompoc, works under 
a contract allowing him unlimited accumulation of vacation pay. just as did former 
Schools Superintendent Glendon F. Wegner. it was learned today 
Like Wegner, Wählers has been ac- 


not bring your pet to the show grounds; do not touch the dogs 
on hand; do not distract dogs in the rings; and do not hang 
over the exercise pens. 
Also, if a bicycle must be brought on the grounds, walk it. 
The park will be crowded with dogs, besides people, and an 
injured paw or tail may ruin a dog’s chance in the ring that 
day. 
The appearance of a dog in one dog show may not seem so 
much to an outsider, but each show is significant because it 
represents a step that hopefully will lead to achieving the 
hard-earned goal of an obedience degree or a championship 
title. 
A dog may win the point or two at the Lompoc show it 
needs for the championship title, as several dogs did last 
year. Or the animal may earn the “ leg” needed to secure its 
first obedience degree, the UD (utility dog) and to start 
working for the next degree. 
Owners usually enter their canine in one of the two judging 
areas, but not both. Once in a blue moon you may meet a 
proud owner of a dog that holds a championship title and a 
CDX (companion dog excellent,) the highest obedience 
degree. 
Championship points are awarded solely based on a dog’s 
confirmation. In other words, the contest is like a Mr. 
America contest. The judges compare the dog’s body against 
a written standard of perfection; but it is always an un­ 
satisfactory comparison because the perfect dog exists only 
in the fantasy of man.

cumulating almost all of the vacation 
time he has earned. Should he resign 
with this time still on the books he, like 
Wegner, would be compensated at his 
latest and highest salary rate for holi­ 
days missed years earlier 
Wahlers states that he has no intention 
of amassing a large backlog of vacation 
time in order to let himself in for a 
balloon payment when he leaves city 
employment. Wegner. who retired from 
the Lompoc Unified School District this 
year, collected $22,800 recently for vaca­ 
tion time he collected over 17 years. 
According to city pay records, Wahlers 
has taken eight days off in formal vaca­ 
tions during his eight years of employ­ 
ment with the city. Over this period, he 
has earned 90 vacation days. If the ad­ 
ministrator were to resign now, he would 
collect about $5,356. before taxes, for the 
82 vacation days he has accrued so far. 
According to his employment agree­ 
ment with the city. Wahlers falls under 
the same vacation policy that governs 
every other city employe. He earned 10 
days off per year over each of his first 
five years with the city and earns one 
day extra for every year after that — up 
to a 20-day maximum vacation per year. 
Accrual of vacation time for all city 
employes comes under the city Person­ 
nel Code. The code says that no employe 
may carry more than three years’ worth 
of accumulated vacation time on the 
books unless authorized to do so by the 
city administrator. Wahlers has, in fact, 
authorized himself and several city 
department heads to carry vacation 
backlogs larger than this. Other city 
employes who have been authorized to do 
this include Police Chief James Smith, 
Finance Director Melvin Loney and 
Treasurer Stella Reed, Wahlers said 
Wahlers was asked if he considers his

G EN EVA, Switzerland (U P I) — Israel 
and Egypt signed their second interim 
Sinai peace agreement today in a brief 
and solemn ceremony marred by a 
Soviet boycott that led the United States 
to withdraw its observer as well. 
There were no smiles, handshakes or 
speeches as a soldier and diplomat from 
both sides signed the accord, worked out 
in 10 days of shuttle diplomacy by 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
that obligates Israel to give up another 
3,500 square miles of the Sinai peninsula. 
The Soviet Union and the United 
States, the co-chairmen of the U N. Mid­ 
dle East Conference, were to have been 
observers at the ceremony. 
But Russia boycotted it in anger at the 
prospect of a new American presence — 


200 civilians to man monitoring stations 
— introduced into Sinai and the United 
States stayed away rather than em­ 
barrass Russia by underlining its 
absence. 
Both Israeli and Egyptian sources said 
the Soviet-American absence had no ef­ 
fect on the agreement. 
Although the peace conference’s two 
chairmen were not there, the U.N. role 
in the signing was established by Lt. 
Gen. Ensio Siilasvuo, the Finnish com­ 
mander of the U.N. peacekeeping forces 
in Sinai, who acted as official witness. 
Delegates from Israel and Egypt shook 
hands with Silvasvuo but not with each 
other. Both nations passed up Siilas- 
vuo’s invitation to make a speech. 


plemental income source, collectable 
when he leaves city employment. 
“Not really,” the adm inistrator 
answered 
" I really haven’t gotten 
around to taking many vacations.” 
Wahlers. as the ranking city staff 
professional, is responsible before the 
City Council for the entire gamut of city 
operations. He is the only city employe 
working under a contract-like employ­ 
ment agreement. This agreement states 
that his tenure will last exactly as long 
as a majority of the council (three 
members) wants to keep him on — no 
longer. 
When asked if he intends to continue to 
accrue vacation time and sell it back to 
the city when he leaves. Wahlers said, 
“ Oh, no I ’ll probably take an extended 
vacation.” He did not suggest how the 
press of his many duties might allow him 
to do this. 
A captain in the U.S. Naval reserve, 
Wahlers does manage to get away for 
about two weeks every year to fulfill his 
military active duty requirements. But 
this, under state law, cannot count as 
vacation time. The federal government 
pays for the administrator’s travel and 
other expenses during these trips, the 
last two of which have been to 
Washington D C. 
In his employment agreement, the city 
also agrees to “ allocate sufficient funds 
to pay for expenses for Wahlers neces­ 
sary travel and living to represent the 
city at the annual International City 
Managers Association Conference, the 
annual League of California Cities 
Conference, the conferences of the City 
Managers Dept, of the League of Califor­ 
nia Cities and conferences or meetings of 
state committees or commissions upon 
w hich W ah lersm ay serve as a 
member...” 


Vacation pay backlogs 
also recorded for 
Milligan, Wilde

Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan today released figures showing she has accumulated 
111 days of unused vacation time based on her four-year contract which runs to June 
30 of next year and that Assistant Supt. Mel Wilde has accumulated 87 days. Wilde’s 
contract also runs to June 30 of next year. 


The figures were released at the 
request of the Record in the aftermath of 
the revelation that former Supt. Glendon 
F. Wegner collected $22,800 in ac­ 
cumulated vacation pay when he retired 
in June of this year. The accumulation of 
vacation time by the two assistants and 
the payment to Wegner for the same 
reason, are all legal and were based on 
valid contracts, which permitted un­ 
limited accumulation of unused vacation 
time. 


It was uncertain what dollar value to 
assign to the accumulated time of 
Milligan and Wilde, but they both earn 
$30.004 annually. 


District business manager Joe Carlin 
has accumulated 66 days of unused vaca­ 
tion time, but he works under different 
arrangements than some of his higher 
placed colleagues. Carlin can ac­ 
cumulate 20 days of vacation time, and 
must have the approval of the 
superintendent to accumulate more than 
that amount. Carlin 
earns $22,762 an­ 
nually. 


The contracts of Wegner and Milligan 
and Wilde all permit or permitted un­ 
limited accumulation of vacation time 
and also carry the stipulation that the 
time was to be paid for at the current 
level of salary if the contract were ter­ 
minated. 


Wegner accumulated 154 days of un­ 
used vacation time and not the 1854 days 
as reported yesterday, but the dollar 
amount, $22.800, remains the same. The 
error in the number of days occurred, 
because this reporter failed to subtract 
the total number of vacation days taken 
by Wegner at various times in excess of 
the 31 calendar days granted him each 
year. 


Of the contracts now in force, only 
those for Milligan and Wilde per­ 
mit the unlimited accumulation of vaca­ 
tion time. Supt. Clarence Bloom, whose 
contract was signed in January of this 
year must get special school board ap­ 
proval for carrying more than 22 work­ 
ing days of unused vacation time beyond 
a two-year period 


Banking officials attack 
State anti-redlining bill 


Neither did more than glance at each 
other as the documeqts, bound in huge 
blue folders, were carried across the 10 
feet of carpet separating the Israeli and 
Egyptian tables. 
The cerem ony, watched by 150 
newsmen, was over in exactly 11 
minutes. 
Both nations sent relatively low- 
ranking officials to sign the important 
documents. Israel sent Maj. Gen Herzl 
Shafir, head of the Israeli general staff, 
and Mordecai Gazit, director general of 
the prime minister’s office, while Egypt 
was represented by Maj. Gen. Taha el 
Magdoub and Ahmed Osman, head of the 
Egyptian delegation to the United Na­ 
tions. 


LOS AN G ELES (U P I) - The state’s 
proposed anti-redlining law would force 
every home buyer in California to pay 
part of the expense of giving risky loans 
to slum dwellers, making homes too ex­ 
pensive for many buyers, the California 
Savings and Loan League said Wednes­ 
day. 
The cost of the losses, passed on to 
mortgage seekers, will “ have to be 
borne by the homeowners of the 
state...and will deprive others of the 
chance to become homeowners,” the 
league said. 
The league, which represents savings 
and loan institutions which make a large 
percentage of home buying loans, issued 
a statement attacking the proposals last 
week by the state Department of 
Business and Transportation. The 
department gave interested parties 60 
days to comment on the proposals before 
they are changed or put into effect. 
The rules require forced disclosure of 
all home loan data by census tract and 
establish six regional boards to monitor 
home loans. The most controversial 
regulation would forbid lending institu­ 
tions to turn down an applicant on the 
basis of where the house is located. 
The regulation is aimed at “ redlining” 
— refusing iu ^ n t any loans secured by 
property in determining neighborhoods, 
regardless of the credit standing of the 
applicant. 


The practice has been attacked by 
politicians, especially black leaders, as 
contributing to urban decay. Savings and 
loan executives defend it, saying 
property in rundown areas afflicted with 
high unemployment and crime is not 
good collateral for a loan. 


The state is asking the lenders to dis­ 
regard “ normal appraisal practices’’ in 
areas where “ government has failed to 
perform its basic functions of 
elim inating 
high 
unemployment, 
preventing crime and furnishing other 
basic services." the Savings and Loan 
League said. 


The government should eliminate the 
co n d itio n s 
that 
cau se 
such 
neighborhoods, not force institutions to 
loan money they may not get back, the 
league said. 
The proposal will cost lending institu­ 
tions “ millions of dollars.” said W. Dean 
Cannon, executive vice president of the 
league. 
‘. Just as sure as the sun will rise, if we 
have to disregard our normal lending 
criteria in these high-risk areas, the in­ 
dustry is going to suffer large losses.” 
said Robert Jacobson, executive vice 
president of Home Savings and Loan As­ 
sociation. 


“ And if we re going to stay in business 
these losses will have to be passed on to 
all of our customers.”

“ Official policy” of the 
California Youth Authority is 
now being cited as being among 
major reasons for opposition to 
the construction of a 20-bed, 
high-security north county 
juvenile hall at a cost of some 
$750,000. 
Policy of the CYA, the chief 
juvenile law agency in Califor­ 
nia. is to “discourage construc­ 
tion of new additional beds,” 
the Board of Supervisors will be 
informed Monday when the 
board resumes consideration of 
a countywide ad hoc commit­ 
tee report recom m ending 
deferment of the north county 
juvenile hall project. 
The com m ittee of which 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
is chairman has recommended 
that less costly alternative 
centers be set up 


Kallman said the alternative 
programs advocated by the 
committee are not meant to be 
a big “money-saver,” but a bet­ 
ter way of handling juvenile of­ 
fenders. 


“ We hope to convince the 
board that the committee is 
right,” declared the Santa Bar­ 
bara supervisor, who earlier 
defended the co m m itte e’s 
report from criticism by Santa 
M aria Police C h ief Long 
and U n d e rs h e riff L a rry 
Marshall. Long and Marshall

When dogs reach the confir­ 
mation ring to be judged, they 
are pitted against dogs of their 
own breed. The classes are 
divided by sex and age. Some 
breeds are divided in additional 
classes of color, weight and 
coat characteristics, for exam­ 
ple. 
After the judge has awarded 
ribbons in class for dogs, each 
first-place winner returns to 
the ring for the Winners Class. 
Winners Class winners then 
compete for Best of Breed and 
Best of Breed winners (there 
could be as many as 100 of 
them ) com pete in Group 
Variety. There are six classes 
in Group Variety: sporting, 
hound, working, terrier, toy and 
non-sporting 
Finally, Group Variety win­ 
ners vie for Best of Show. All 
along the judging is based on 
stric t AKC points system , 
which takes into consideration 
how many dogs in a breed are 
competing that day. 
In a show the size of LVKC’s 
upcom ing one w ith 1,360 
scheduled entries, maybe 100 
dogs will receive one or two 
points toward a championship 
title. Sometimes no points are 
awarded in a breed category 
because not enough dogs of that 
breed were on hand to compete. 
Earning an obedience degree 
is quite unlike competing for 
championship points. The clas­ 
ses are not divided by sex and 
the dogs are not competing 
against each other. 
A dog here is in competition 
only with itself as it displays its 
ability to follow a set of 
required exercises established 
for each of the three types of 
degrees. The exercises are a 
com bination of heel, stay, 
come, scent discrimination (in 
the m ore advanced com ­ 
petition), and other factors. 
A dog works for a qualifying 
score to earn a “ leg” toward a 
degree. A qualifying score is 
175 points out of a possible 200. 
Three legs are required underr 
three separate judges to be 
awarded a degree by the AKC. 


So. while a championship title 
recognizes a dog’s well- 
developed physique, 
the

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Soviets may attack 


Mideast settlement k 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - The United States 
expects the Russians to mount an international 
attack on the interim settlement between Egypt 
and Israel, according to a senior U S official 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
acted to discourage Soviet interference before 
starting the past two weeks of shuttle diplomacy 
that produced the agreement, the official told 
reporters Wednesday aboard Kissinger’s plane 
He declined to give details. 
The senior U.S. official said the Russians 
probably now will act against the agreement 
which, the official said, has boosted U.S. 
prestige in the Middle East. 
The Poliburo may have decided it has no 
choice but to attack, since the Middle East is the 
key crisis of world affairs, and the balance in the 
area has been tipping against Russia, the official 
said. 


Kissinger, after watching the Egyptians and 
Israelis initial the pact, flew Tuesday to Saudi 
Arabia and won King Khalid’s warm endorse­ 
ment of the agreement The Saudis are a moral 
as well as the financial leader of much of Islam 
Chalk one up against the Russians. 
But Syria, a Cairo rival in the Arab world, and 
even Jordan, once the staunchest friend of the 


United States in the Middle East, may be open to 
Soviet action. 
Syria’s governing Ba'ath party Wednesday 
denounced the interim peace accord as a “ major 
setback for the progress of the Arab struggle." 
Kissinger stopped in both Amman and 
Damascus on his way home to Washington 
Wednesday. From Jordan’s King Hussein, once 
the passionate supporter of Egyptian-Israeli ac­ 
cord, Kissinger heard only that the monarch was 
“moderately" pleased by the agreement. 
The Hussein reception for Kissinger, devoid of 
most of the British style pomp and circum­ 
stance the king usually lavished on American 
VIP visitors, was markedly frosty, the senior 
U.S. official said 
Hussein was miffed. The U.S. Congress has 
refused thus far to allow him to buy 14 Hawk 
missiles from America. 
Congress is now to vote a third time. Hussein’s 
friendship for America and whether he moves 
closer toward Soviet friends in the Middle East, 
may depend on the vote, the official indicated. 
Hussein, who already has formed a largely 
propaganda “joint council” for military and 
political action against Israel with Syria, has 
talked of fetching the missiles elsewhere — 
perhaps Soviet SAMS from Syria. 


1RS suggests taxes 
on fringe benefits 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Business executives should pay 
income tax for fringe benefits 
such as the use of their firms’ 
hunting lodges, beachfront con­ 
dominiums, jets and chauf- 
feured limousines, the Internal 
Revenue Service says. 


But IRS said the rule would 
not apply to gross income of a 
secretary who accompanied her 
employer on non working time, 
since she was not the direct 
beneficiary of the fringe bene­ 
fit. 


The IRS Wednesday called 
for public comment on the 
proposals to tax goods, services 
and other compensation paid 
other than in cash. 
Car salesmen also would have 
to pay income taxes for the use 


of company autos that are later 
sold as "dem onstrators” at 
reduced prices, the federal tax 
agency said. 
Ambassadors, fire chiefs and 
other government employes 
would not have to pay income 
tax on the value of automobiles 
or services of chauffeurs 
provided free for their use. Nor 
do the tax proposals apply to 
nonincome fringe benefits such 
as medical insurance and vaca­ 
tion leave received by all 
employes in a company, the 
IRS said. 
The proposals are aimed 
primarily at executives who 
enjoy the exclusive use of cor­ 
porate hunting lodges, air­ 
craft, beachfront condomini­ 
ums. cars, theater tickets and 
other noncash benefits.

R. Hoffa, refused to answer 
questions Wednesday before a 
federal grand jury that is trying 
to learn how and why the 
former Teamsters union boss 
disappeared. 
Attorney Jam es W. Burdick 
said the g ra n d jury w as 
"fishing” in Teamsters union 
affairs under the guise of prob­ 
ing the Hoffa case. O’Brien 
reportedly is sure he will be in­ 
dicted. 
O’Brien was described by 
federal investigators as a key 
figure in the case. He already 
has admitted he was in the 
same area at the same time 
Hoffa disappeared from outside 
a suburban Detroit restaurant 
July 30. 
O’Brien called it a coinciden­ 
ce. 
O’Brien also has admitted he 
was driving a car owned by the 
son of a reputed Mafia chief­ 
tain, Anthony Giacalone.

Col L. Fletcher Prouty. the 
one-time Pentagon official, and 
analyst Richard Sprague said 
Wednesday they had studied 
25,000 frames of still and mo­ 
tion picture film taken at the 
assassination scene They con­ 
tended the Warren Commission 
examined only 5 per cent of this 
material and the FBI 10 per 
cent. 
Sprague said the photograph­ 
ic evidence led him to conclude 
that: 
—“ Five minimally, perhaps 
six shots were fired 
—“There were at least three 
firing positions, more like four. 
—“No one fired any shots 
from the window, and Lee 
Harvey Oswald fired no shots." 
The Warren Commission con­ 
cluded that Oswald, acting 
alone, fired three shots from 
th e T e x a s School Book 
Depository’s sixth-floor win­ 
dow. two of which hit the Presi­ 
dent from behind, 
"This was a well-planned, 
well-executed conspiracy — 
with a patsy. Lee Harvey 
Oswald," Sprague said 
"Os­ 
wald was framed by planted 
evidence in advance and by 
altered evidence on the sixth 
floor." 


Prduty said a home movie 
shot by Abraham Zapruder, a 
dress manufacturer who was 
watching the motorcade, shows 
Kennedy, already apparently 
shot, thrown back against the 
seat of his limousine as his head 
explodes 
Prouty said this motion "is 
consistent with a bullet from 
the right front." 
He and Sprague contend there 
were two firing positions on a 
grassy knoll in front of the car.

Mandatory sentence bills 
pass in state Assembly

Promiscuity feared 


Assembly rejects 
bill allowing girls 
birth control access 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — Senate-passed legislation permitting 
unmarried girls under 18 to obtain birth control devices without 
their parents’ permission has been rejected by the Assembly with 
opponents contending it would encourage promiscuity. 
The hotly debated measure (SB395) by Sen. Anthony Beilenson, 
D-Los Angeles, was defeated Wednesday on a 28-35 vote. But the 
floor sponsor of the legislation. Assemblyman Howard Berman, 
D-Beverly Hills, kept it barely alive by announcing he would seek 
to have the vote reconsidered. 
Under current law, unmarried female minors may receive 
abortions, have a child delivered, be treated during pregnancy 
without parental consent and purchase contraceptives such as 
foams, jellies and condoms. 
The Beilenson measure specifically excludes sterilization as a 
birth control method that could be obtained without permission of 
parents. 
Proponents said the bill could reduce the number of abortions 
and was “realistic” while opponents said it attacked the family 
unit and would encourage promiscuity. 
Assemblyman Mike Antonovich, R-Glendale, charged it would 
not solve any problems but could make some worse. 
“This would encourage intercourse among young people,” he 
said. “What we’re going to do is compound the problem.” 
But Assemblywoman Leona H. Egeland. D-San Jose, supported 
the measure, saying the incidence of medical problems as­ 
sociated with birth control devices and pills is “very small” when 
compared with the incidence of complications resulting from 
abortions. 
She said it was “ naive” to think that continuing the current 
prohibition against minors receiving birth control would not stop 
sexual activity. 
“The intercourse will take place whether she has birth control 
or not,” Mrs. Egeland said. “ All we are trying to do is allow the 
sexually active female to go to the doctor to get the best and most 
effective birth control.” 
Assemblyman Alister McAlister, D-San Jose, said the bill 
would “ interfere with the family structure.” 
“This (birth control) should be a family decision.” he said. 
“It’s not the state’s right to interfere.” 


Ban on teacher spanking 
passed by state Senate 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Three identical bills requiring 
mandatory prison sentences for 
gun-carrying criminals convict­ 
ed of murder, rape, kidnaping 
and robbery easily passed the 
Assembly Wednesday. 
Liberal opponents of the 
measures sarcastically accused 
supporters of “political ex­ 
pedience” and challenged them 
to vote for an equally-tough gun 
control measure in the Assem­ 
bly restricting the ownership of 
pistols. 
Two of the bills (AB289) by 
Assemblyman Wadie Deddeh, 
D-Chula Vista, and (SB278) by 
Sen George Deukmejian, R- 
Long Beach, were approved on 
a 67-8 vote A third measure 
(AB876) by Assemblyman Dan­ 
iel Boatwright; D-Concord. pas­ 
sed on a 64-9 vote. 
The two Assembly bills, 
described as backup measures 
to the Deukmejian bill, were 
sent to the Senate for its con­ 
sideration. The Deukmejian bill 
was returned to that house for 
concurrence in Assem bly 
amendments. 
“It is time the people of 
California gave warning to 
those who commit crimes while 
carrying firearms,” said Boat­ 
wright. “What we are saying 
is: if you are convicted you go 
to prison.” 


Water, vets 
bonds may 
come to vote 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate has passed legislation 
placing before voters next year 
a $500 million bond issue for 
veterans’ home loans and 
another $175 million bond 
proposal for maintenance and 
im provem ent of drinking 
water. 
The bond proposals were 
overwhelmingly 
approved 
Wednesday and returned to the 
Assembly for acceptance of 
amendments. If given final pas­ 
sage as expected and signed by 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr., the 
bond issues would be placed on 
the June 1976 primary election. 
This would be California’s 
first state wide bond issue for 
drinking water facilities. The 
veterans’ proposal, on the other 
hand, would follow by only two 
years voter approval of a $350 
million veterans’ bond issue. 


Deukmejian said his legisla­ 
tion was prompted by a recent 
Department of Justice survey 
which showed that firearms are 
used in 57 per cent of all 
homicides. 54 per cent of all 
robberies and 41 per cent of all 
assaults. 
But Assemblyman John Mil­ 
ler, D-Oakland, said the law 
already sends to prison those 
convicted of such felonies, but 
it gives judges discretion to 
decide if there are special cir­ 
cumstances to allow probation 
or suspension of the sentence. 
The bill eliminates the ability 
of the courts to grant probation 
to those convicted robberies, 
first degree burglary, prison es­ 
cape, various assaults, rapes 
and kidnapings while carrying a 
firearm. 


Eight UFW organizers 
'arrested' by growers 
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For That Perfect Picture 
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SACRAMENTO (U PI) - 
Legislation prohibiting spank­ 
ings in schools unless parents 
give written advance permis­ 
sion has passed the Senate 
despite opponents’ arguments 
that more corporal punishment 
is needed to control student un­ 
rest. 
The measure (AB1267) by As­ 
semblywoman Leona H. Ege­ 
land. D-San Jose, was approved 
Wednesday on a bipartisan 21-16 
vote, the exact m ajo rity 
needed, and returned to the As­ 
sembly for concurrence in 
amendments. 
Complaining of growing vio­ 
lence among youths, Sen. Den­ 
nis C arpenter, 
R-Newport 
Beach, asserted. “One of the 
big problems in schools today is 
the lack of corporal punish­ 
ment.” 
“I don’t understand the con­ 
servative viewpoint,” replied 
floor sponsor of the bill, Sen. 
George Moscone, D-San Fran­ 
cisco. “They want to take away 
all the teachers’ rights, except 
the right to punch your kids’ 
lights out.” 
Moscone pointed out that 
parental consent was required 
for some sex education classes 
to assure the upbringing of 
children according to their 


parents’ views. He said the 
same should apply for spanking 
and vowed. “If I ever caught a 
teacher touching my kid, I’d 
cold-cock him.” 
Sen. Newton R ussell, R- 
T ujunga, objected to the 
requirement for written parent­ 
al permission. He said mothers 
and fathers of the worst of­ 
fe n d e rs o fte n re fu s e to 
acknowledge their children do 
anything wrong. He suggested 
th a t som e c h ild re n “ in ­ 
timidate” their parents. 


Presently, 
some schools 
allow corporal punishment and 
others do not. State law permits 
each school board to make its 
own choice.

Teamsters, or no union at all.

Battered daredevil warns kids 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)- “ Wicked Ward ” lying in 
a San Francisco hospital with a broken neck, thinks 
motorcycle daredevil Evel Knievel “ should stand up 
on network television and tell the kids this is not the 
m y m 
Ward, a protege of Knievel who has twice suffered a 
broken neck and smashed just about every other bone 
in his body, said Wednesday that Knievel has a golden 
opportunity to warn the nation’s motorcyclists of the 
dangers of trick riding. 
A program about Knievel, "Po rtrait of a 
Daredevil,” will be shown tonight on ABC. 
“ I just don’t want other kids to end up like this,” 
said Ward. 27. who was hurt Aug. 22 when a crosswind 
caught his motorcyle-hang glider and he plummeted at 
70 miles per hour headfirst into the ground near Lake 
Tahoe. 


Ward, who is hanging uup his helmet for good, said 
of daredevil motorcycle riding; 'it ’s not all Hollywood 
... It's pain suffering—and not all that big money to be 
made.” 
Ward, who said he jumped cars for eight years, 
always had in mind that he wanted to improve the 
public's view of cyclists. 
“ Everyone who rides a motorcycle is not a hoodlum, 
a bum They are good, hard working people—with 
families.” 
But in trying to improve the image of the sport and 
earn enough money to survive, Ward paid a heavy 
price. 
How many broken bones has he suffered? 
“Too many. Both feet, both ankles, both legs, my 
left knee a couple times and my right knee, left pelvis 


shattered, back, broken ribs, clavicle, shoulders, my 
neck twice—the second and last time 
“ No more, it just isn’t worth it.” 
Ward, who has jumped over as many as 20 
automobiles, says he turned to the sport when “ I was 
just a foolish kid in Buffalo, N.Y.. and wanted to get 
my name in the papers.” 
Now, the former Navy frogman feels he has a more 
mature outlook as he lies in his Fort Miley Hospital 
bed with a clamp around his head. 
“ I have a wife and three children I am very much in 
love with. I did what I did to provide a good living for 
them the best way I know how. You don’t have to be a 
daredevil to accomplish something in life—if you dig 
an 8-by-lO ditch you can be proud of it." 
Ward also says he is going to give up the name 
“ Wicked Ward.” His name is Robert.

Ryan out for season 


ANAHEIM (UPI) — Nolan Ryan, the 
California Angels’ ace right-hander who 
has led the major leagues in strikeouts 
the past three seasons and is one of only 
two pitchers in major league history to 
hurl four no-hit games, will not pitch 
again this season because of bone chips 
in his pitching elbow 
“ No decision will be made until next 
week as to whether Ryan will have sur­ 
gery,” said Arthur “ Red” Patterson, 
president of the Angels. “ He has been 
seen by two doctors and we want the opi­ 
nion of a third. But whether or not he has 
surgery, he will not pitch anymore this 
year.” 
Dr. Jules Rasinski, Angels team physi­ 


cian, and Dr. Frank Jobe, orthopedic 
surgeon, both have recommended sur­ 
gery. 
“ I can’t think of a better way to wind 
up a bad year,” said Ryan after the an­ 
nouncement. 
But Dr. Rasinski s diagnosis is en­ 
couraging, at least as far as the pitcher’s 
future is concerned. 
“ Of all the problems a pitcher can get, 
this is the best one from a medical stand­ 
point. He should be fine next year. We 
expect complete recovery.’' 
The chips are on the outside of the 
elbow, the problem probably starting 
with a torn tendon of the triceps muscle 
of the elbow. 
Finley wants Catfish 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Oakland 
A’s owner Charles 0. Finley still has not 
given up hope of reeling Jim “ Catfish” 
Hunter back to his ballclub. 
Attorney Neil Papiano confirmed in 
Los Angeles Wednesday that he will ap­ 
peal in California Appellate Court here 
Thursday or Friday the arbitrator’s rul­ 
ing which freed the ace right-hander 
from his contract with the A’s. In the 
furious bidding war that followed, 
Hunter signed a five-year $3.7 million 
contract with the New York Yankees 
that made him baseball’s highest paid 
player. 
Papiano said that the appeal would be 
made on two counts; 
First, it will be argued that the ar- 


bitrator compelled Mr. Finley and 
Oakland to do an illegal act and for the 
refusal to do an illegal act, he penalized 
them by making Hunter a free agent. 
He explained that the illegal act would 
have been for Finley to comply with the 
request of Hunter and his attorneys for 
deferred payments because that woold 
have been a tax fraud. 
The second basis for the appeal will be 
“ that the arbitration agreement between 
the players association and the leagues 
prohibits any arbitrator specifically 
from dealing with the reserve system. 
That’s the free agent clause of the con­ 
tracts, so it was beyond his jurisdic­ 
tion...It is beyond his jurisdiction to 
create a free agent.” 
Grid rule shot down 


TUSCALOOSA, Ala. (UPI) - Federal 
District Judge Sam C. Pointer Wednes­ 
day night threw out as “ unfair” the 
NCAA’s new college football rule requir­ 
ing a 43-man traveling team to play a 60- 
man home team. 
“ Only the 60-man limit can be applied 
to both home and visiting teams,” said 
Pointer, who added he will issue a 
preliminary injunction against enforce­ 
ment of the new NCAA rule. 
The NCAA, at a special convention last 
month, adopted the rule limiting the size 


of home teams to 60 players and the size 
of traveling squads to 48 players in an 
economy move. 


The University of Alabama im­ 
mediately filed suit challenging the rule. 


Alabama coach Paul Bryant said he 
was basically pleased with Pointer’s 
decision because “ everyone will be on 
even footing, will have the same number 
of players and I think it is great that it is 
all over, for everyone.” 
Russians rout U.S. 


LONG BEACH (UPI) - Vladimir 
Dorokhov and four Soviet Olympians led 
the USSR to a 15-4,15-3,15-3, rout of the 
United States in an international 
volleyball match Wednesday night at the 
Long Beach Sports Arena. 
The Soviets outclassed the Americans 
through most of the games. They needed 
only 57 minutes to score their second 


straight triumph of an eight-match series 
with the U.S. that concludes in New York 
Sept. 14. 
Turning in good performances for the 
young American team were Chris 
Marlowe of Los Angeles, Doug Beal of 
Cleveland and John Sajec of Van Nuys, 
Calif. 
A crowd of 3,416 watched the 
match.

Before the American League East title 
is decided, the shadows of anonymity 
may no longer hang over the heads of 
Rick Wise and Cecil Cooper. 
For Wise, who pitched only 49 innings 
last year, the season started in the 
bullpen, far removed from the spotlight 
enjoyed by Luis Tiant and Bill Lee, who 
pitched Boston to an early lead in the AL 
East. 
For Cooper, the season started on the 
bench as super rookies Fred Lynn and 
Jim Rice stole the headlines and his job. 
Today, Wise is back in the starting 
rotation, winning a career high 18 games 
and emerging as Boston’s “ September 
Stopper,” while Cooper is batting a lusty 
.337 with 13 homers and more than his 
share of game-winning hits. 
“ I won’t say it’s the most satisfying 
victory I’ve ever had but it was right up 
there,” Wise said after hurling 10 innings 
in Boston’s 3-2 victory over Baltimore 
Wednesday night which increased the 
Red Sox’ lead to seven games over the 
Orioles. 
Nobody could have blamed Cooper for 
running to Manager Darrell Johnson 
earlier in the season to complain about 
his bench status. After all, he’d hit .275 in 
his first season as a regular last year and 
he figured to improve. 
But Johnson told him to be patient, 
that Lynn and Rice were ripping up the 
leagtie and that he’d eventually get a 
chance to be a regular again. That 
chance came when Tony Conigliaro 
failed in his comeback attempt, Dwight 
Evans slumped and Juan Beniquez was 
injured. 
Cooper then went into the lineup as the 
regular DH and he has hit .355 in that 
role. His 13th homer in the top of the 10th 
provided Boston with its winning run and 
denied Jim Palmer his 21st victory. 
Yankees 8, Tigers 0 
Catfish Hunter pitched a five-hitter to 
pick up his 19th victory and Thurman 
Munson hit his 11th homer and drove in 
four runs to lead New York over Detroit. 
Hunter, who has lost 13 games, struck 
out four and didn't walk a batter in his 
26th complete game—most for a Yankee 
since Carl Mays 55 years ago. 
Indians 11, Brewers 3 
Buddy Bell hit a homer, scored two 
runs and drove in three more to pace a 
19-hit attack that carried Cleveland over 
Milwaukee. Fritz Peterson, with seventh 
inning relief from Bob Reynolds, won his 
seventh straight game to raise his record 
to 11-7. 
Rangers 5, Angels 4 
Tom Grieve drove in three runs with a 
homer and two singles to lead Texas past 
California. Reliever Clyde Wright 
pitched 4 1-3 innings to gain his fourth 
victory. The Angels also learned that ace 
Nolan Ryan will be out for the rest of the 
year with bone chips in his pitching 
elbow.

Borg, Connors favored

FOREST HILLS, N Y. (UPI) - Jimmy Connors is ex­ 
pected to go easily into the U.S. Open Tennis Championship 
semifinal today by brushing aside Rhodesia’s Andrew Pat- 
tison. The only other American left from the original field of 
128, Eddie Dibbs, is due to depart against Sweden’s Bjorn 
Borg. 
Connors, the defending champion, has had only the sl­ 
ightest difficulty in his first four matches. He has dropped 
only one set, 5-7, to American clay court ace Harold Solomon 
in the round of 16. 
Dibbs, of North Miami Beach, Fla., came this far by 
knocking out two seeds on a surface he prefers, clay. The 24- 
year-old Dibbs put out 16th-seed Cliff Richey in the second 
round, then stunned casual tennis viewers by routing 
Wimbledon champion and fourth-seed Arthur Ashe in 
straight sets.

But against Borg, who has twice won the French title, 
Dibbs may be in over his head. Borg, fifth seeded, polished 
off Aussie great Rod Laver, the ninth seed, to get to the 
quarters.

turned the news conference 
over to the 255-pound lineman, 
Who was a 200-pound linebacker 
when he arrived in 1960 out of 
Miami, Fla.

Otto said his knees no longer 
could stand the roughness of 
play and said he had spent his 
emotions this summer at prac­ 
tice. “the coaches couldn’t tell 
if it was perspiration or tears in 
my eyes,” he said. 
Otto also participated in 73 
pre-season gam es, 13 post­ 
season games and a dozen all- 
star contests in addition to 
starting every game since the 
founding of the franchise. 
Only five players have par­ 
ticipated in more regular 
season games for the National 
Football League, but part of Ot­ 
to ’s career was with the 
American Football League.

Q. In the past eight years, who has been better in the clutch, Joe 
Morgan, the star second baseman of the Cincinnati Reds, or Rod 
Carew of the Minnesota Twins? — Dane Norton. 
A Clutch hitting is difficult to measure precisely There are 
variables such as position in the hitting order and quality of sup­ 
porting cast (to put men on base). But since both Joe and Rod have 
been generally in the No. 2 slot, though they’ve been shifted to the 
third position this season, there is one significant gauge — runs 
batted in. Over their last eight full seasons (Morgan missed most 
of ’68 with an injury), the Cincy second-sacker has batted in 63 
more runs than Carew (457 to 393). He gets my nod. though Rod has 
led the AL in batting four of those years. 


Q. What is your honest opinion of Bill North of the world cham­ 
pion A s? Will he continue to be their centerfielder? I have seen 
many teen-age players that make fewer mental mistakes and have 
much better attitudes. On top of all this, he has shown a definite 
lack of hustle.

A relief pitcher 
gets the win if he’s the pitcher of record when his team takes the 
lead and keeps it. A pitcher, either starting or relief, gets the loss 
if he is replaced when his team is behind (or falls behind because of 
runs charged to him ) and never catches up. There are a lot of other 
nuances that pertain, too.

Ford due in Sacramento 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -

The President’s half-day visit 
to Sacramento Friday is billed 
by the White House as strictly 
"nonpolitical” in a pre-election 
year. 
Not even the chairman of the 
California 
Republican 
party, 
Paul Haerle. who endorsed 
Ford for election in 1976. is ex­ 
pecting a m eeting with the 
President. 
“The White House is very 
anxious to keep this California 
leg of the trip pristine and non­ 
political.” Haerle said. “They 
want to avoid anybody saying 
he is coming there for his own 
campaign purposes.” 
By contrast, Ford speaks to 
Republican fundraisers in Seat­ 
tle and Portland before heading 
to California. 
The closest thing to a par­ 
tisan m e e t i n g will be a 
scheduled 10-minute conference 
with Attorney General Evelle 
J. Younger In addition to being 
the only Republican statewide 
officeholder, Younger is a 
member of Ford’s California 
campaign steering committee 
Republican sources described 
the Ford-Younger meeting as a 
p r o t oc o l a f f a i r b e c a u s e 
Younger is the ranking GOP of­ 
ficial in California. 
Ford will visit Democratic 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. for 
half an hour at B r o w n ’s 
request. Aides said the gover­ 
nor was interested in discussing 
such possible topics as energy 
and federal revenue sharing 
ver s us block c a t e g o r i c a l 
grants. 
Brown last month declined a 
White House invitation to meet 
with other governors and Ford 
on energy problems. 
The President also is sche­ 
duled to meet for half an hour 
with Republican and Democrat­ 
ic legislative leaders before ad­ 
dressing the full legislature. 
Such an address is unprece­ 
dented in California, legislative 
aides said. 
The speech in the Assembly 
chamber will be carried live by 
television and will be attended 
by black-robed justices of the 
state Suprem e Court and 
statewide elected officials.

Mrs. Alioto had been unable 
to sleep since the night of Aug. 
20 when a bomb exploded on the 
front door of the couple’s plush 
Presidio Heights home during 
the city’s strike by police and 
firemen, the mayor said. 
Last year Mrs. Alioto was in 
the news when she disappeared 
for 15 days at the height of the 
mayor’s campaign for gover­ 
nor. 
"He didn’t ask me when he 
ran for mayor and he didn’t 
consult me about running for 
governor,” she said. Mrs. 
Alioto said she slipped away 
after a political rally Jan. 20, 
1974 in Palm Springs, Calif., 
and made a leisurely two-week

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -

more government meetings to 
the public has won Assembly 
passage despite an opponent’s 
complaint that lawmakers keep 
enacting laws they can’t live 
with.

The legislation, among other 
things, would require such local 
agencies as city councils and 
board of supervisors to conduct 
open meetings whenever they 
are considering appointments 
to planning or coastal commis­ 
sions. 
It would also call for open 
meetings when the local agen­ 
cies are filling vacancies for 
elected offices.

The Los Angeles Tim es 
quoted sources as saying that as 
a practice exercise the submer­ 
sible barge was lowered over 
the wreckage of a Spanish ship 
that sank near Catalina in the 
18th century. 
The Glomar Explorer origi­ 
nally was launched as a deep 


sea mining research vessel 
owned by Howard Hughes. It 
was later revealed that the ship 
was built, operated and manned 
by the CIA to recover a Russian 
submarine that sank 750 miles 
north of Hawaii The ship suc­ 
ceeded last year in hoisting 
about a third of the sub from 
water three miles deep, 
providing the CIA with what 
was described as an intelli­ 
gence bonanza

The revelation this week 
that retired School Superinten­ 
dent Glendon F. Wegner 
collected $22,800 in lieu of 
authorized vacation must cer­ 
tainly have come as a shock to 
taxpayers. Although the pay­ 
ment was, in all respects, 
leg a l 
the q u e s t io n 
of 
proprietry in a good business 
sense must certainly be 
questioned. 
One would be very hard 
pressed to find any legitimate 
business that grants such an 


amenity to an employe or 
group of employes. Even the 
federal government, gracious 
as they are with employe 
amenities, does not allow 
vacation time accumulated ad 
infinitum. 


We also seriously question 
the propriety of allowing the 
accumulated vacation pay to 
be paid at the current rate of 
salary upon termination. 


We feel that there are two 
conclusions one can draw from 


the Wegner accumulated 
vacation pay revelation. 


First, the job was so tough, 
so demanding, that it was a 
distinct impossibility for the 
superintendent to take a vaca­ 
tion, a break. In this event, we 
subscribe to the fact that he 
needed one in such times of 
pressure and should have been 
forced to take one for the sake 
of efficiency.

Kissinger's hand 


Watch Secretary Kissinger’s right 
hand He is talking to a breakfast group. 
He is not going to be quoted under his 
own name; what he says will be at­ 
tributed to a "high administration 
source.” He wears a summer business 
suit, light blue shirt, dark blue necktie. 
His voice is composed and conver­ 
sational with a slight German accent, 
long since accepted with relish by 
reporters and the world. 
The restless hand accom panies 
ev e ry th in g he say s in a fa in t 
gesticulatory echo. His left hand takes 
no part in the conversation. The move­ 
ment is as suave and fluid as the hand of 
a ballerina For a placatory explanation, 
it opens. For an appeal, it faintly sup­ 
plicates. For emphasis it forms a fist, 
just for a second, and touches the 
tablecloth. Are Middle East problems 
tangled and intricate? — the hand twirls 
vaguely. Kissinger seems quite uncon­ 
scious of the hand’s accompaniment. The 
gestures modulate his meaning as the 
voice does his feelings. 
A fascinating subject, Kissinger, by 
any standard. He won the Nobel prize; 
his face appeared simultaneously on 
Time and Newsweek; his Gallup rating 
was 56 per cent when the president’s was 
52 per cent; he has a dual role, top hat 
for Secretary of State, trench helmet for 
chairman of the National Security Coun­ 
cil. He wears them both. We have had 
strong secretaries before — John Foster 
Dulles and Dean Acheson — but has any 
had the importance for his president that 
Henrv has for Jerry? 
Now he has concluded, perhaps 
triumphantly, his latest to-and-fro, ten­ 
nis set of diplomacy in the Middle East. 
He is a sensitive, even a romantic figure. 
Instantly he catches the nuances of a 
question, answers it immediately and 
skillfully (right hand replying, too). At 
the Salzburg press conference he 
threatened, in a choked voice, to resign 
over the w iretap incident. Four 
newsmen and 13 government officials 
had their home phones tapped (including 
a senior military adviser to Defense 
Secretary Laird, and a senior adviser to 
then undersecretary of state Elliot 
Richardson with whom their principals 
frequently talked.) It was in the bad days 
of Nixon, with leaks and threats of leaks. 
Kissinger said he knew nothing of the 
taps but congressional suspicion 
mounted. Then came his dramatic threat 
to quit at Salzburg. Was it a diplomatic 
tantrum, or was it a calculated act, 
directed at an audience of (me President 
Nixon? The latter shortly afterward took 
responsibility for the wiretaps (for 
national security, of course.) 
Kissinger doesn’t want to stay on much 
longer at the State Department, or at 
least that is what "a high official 
source” says. Only the strongest pres­ 
sure from the president will keep him in 
o ffice a f te r N ovem ber 1976 if 
Republicans win, the source says. Very 
likely true; but does the left hand know 
what the right hand is saying? Mr. Ford 
told a press conference, "As far as I’m 
concerned he can stay as long as he 
wants to.” 
A great diplomatic victory, in the Mid­ 
dle East, say, would give Kissinger a 
wider freedom of choice, whether to stay 
on and awe his critics, or to step down in 
a cloud of glory. But the Sinai agreement 
must win approval of Congress. How 
Congress and the nation feel about 100 to 
200 American civilians operating 
technical warning systems as part of an 
Israeli-Egyptian interim settlement? 
This is an emotion-packed issue that 
might dominate Congress for months. 
But the world has still bigger long­ 
term issues. How can future generation 
understand, Kissinger asks, how we 
stumbled into an arms race that leads 
nowhere when the question of the 
nuclear future of mankind is at stake? 
He asks the right questions whether he 
gives the right answers. Another issue 
will probably dominate American 
foreign policy, one way or another, for 
the next half century. How can a nation 
with only five per cent of the world’s 
population hope to continue to consume a 
third of the earth's energy, a huge 
proportion of animal protein in a protein 
starved world, and 40 per cent of the 
world’s raw resources? It simply can’t 


be done. Signs of rebellion by less for­ 
tunate lands appear with increasing 
frequency. A basic question in American 
foreign policy for the next 50 years is 
whether we attempt to preserve this 
volcanic San Andreas economic “fault” 
between rich and poor countries by force 
or whether we gracefully assist them to 
rise to our level. Rather grudgingly it is 
the latter policy that we have been trying 
to follow. 
The World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund hold annual meetings 
here this week (NOTE, September 1) 
and Secretary Kissinger addresses a 
special UN Assembly meeting in New 
York. These organizations report that 
the gap between rich and poor nations is 
growing. And reporters at the 1974 
Bucharest conference on population, the 
Rome Food Conference, the Mexico City 
conference on women and now the Lima 
conference of unaligned countries know 
the sullen envy felt toward the richest 
nation, with five per cent of the popula­ 
tion. Some anti-American feeling 
washes off upon our friend Israel. 
Canada’s late Lester Pearson warned 
that the planet can’t survive "half-slave, 
half-free, half-engulfed in misery, half 
careening along toward the supposed 


joys of almost unlimited consumption.” 
Pearson wondered if the UN, bom in San 
Francisco 30 years ago, would reach its 
50th anniversary? Indeed the strains on 
the UN have never been heavier. A 
vague but ominous demand arises for "a 
new economic order” which, translated, 
appears to mean share-the-wealth. In its 
report three years ago the World Bank 
observed, colorlessly, "As a generality, 
it is probably true that the world’s 
burden of poverty is increasing rather 
than declining.” Income distribution, it 
said, is "severely skewed.” Last week 
the World Bank made its latest report in 
the same gray, neutral tone, the rise in 
fuel and food prices is putting its 
severest burden (Hi the one billion people 
living in poor countries a fourth of planet 
Earth’s passengers. 


We ask Kissinger to guide us through 
problems like these. Meanwhile popula­ 
tions grow; resources shrink; the world 
spends an amazing $200 billion annually 
on armaments. (India, for example, 
where Malthus has triumphed, spends 
more than four times more money on 
defense than education.) It is a situation 
for which even Kissinger’s right hand 
might have difficulty finding a gesture. 


WASHINGTON - A massive bulk of a 
man in a sparsely furnished office is 
directing the effort to raise $10 million 
for President Ford’s preconvention cam­ 
paign. David Packard, the finance 
chairman, is trying scrupulously to live 
up to the complex rules laid down in the 
campaign financing law of 1974. 
With a lively sense 
of humor, Packard is 
aware of the startling 
contrast between 1972 
and 1976. In '72, 400 in­ 
dividuals contributed 
nearly $30 million to 
Richard Nixon’s re- 
election campaign. 
Under the new law, 
400 individuals could 
contribute a m ax­ 
imum $400,000. 
For one who once 
put his net worth at 
close to $400 million, it would have been 
possible in the old days to have written a 
check for a sizeable chunk of the needed 
money. Instead, Packard and his small 
staff are pursuing contributors of $1,000, 
the limit under the law. 
Thus far, they have raised $595,000 at a 
cost of $33,000. With 20 contributors of 
$250 each in 20 states, the finance com­ 
mittee will be eligible for matching 
federal funds. This will not be difficult to 
establish, but so far it has not been 
decided whether to go for federal money,

Packard resigned as deputy secretary 
of defense in 1973 to return to his firm, 
Hewlett-Packard, as chief executive of­ 
ficer. He had developed a flair for 
politics and back in Palo Alto he devoted 
time and money to elect Houston Flour­ 
noy as governor of California to succeed 
Ronald Reagan. An academic more 
liberal than Reagan, Flournoy was 
defeated by a narrow margin by 37-year- 
old Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
At Ford’s invitation, Packard moved 
into the big time. In order to insure that 
his services as a volunteer comply with 
the election law, he has taken a halftime 
leave from Hewlett-Packard duly ap­ 
proved by the board of directors, a com­ 
pany that sells several hundred million 
dollars a year of high technology 
products around the world. He opened 
campaign finance headquarters in his 
home in nearby Los Gatos. 
As an example of how strict his in­ 
terpretation of the law is, if he should 
make a long distance call about politics 
from his Hewlett-Packard office, the 
cost would have to be recorded and the 
company repaid. A volunteer must 
observe a $500 limit on expenses inciden­ 
tal to his services. 
As an example of the technicalities of 
the law, it is a violation to receive 
political contributions on federal 
property. About $5,000 was sent directly 
to the White House for the Ford cam­ 
paign and this must now be returned. 
Packard wonders with a wry smile how 
much of the millions coming into 
Democratic senators running for Presi­ 
dent went by way of the Senate office 
building. 
There are still so many uncertainties 
that the amount of money needed is far 
from clear. The big question is whether

Ronald Reagan will run in the primaries 
against Ford. A longtime friend of the 
former California governor, Packard 
thinks he is wise to hold off any an­ 
nouncement. In that way, he can con­ 
tinue his radio program and his column 
which are very profitable. 
Then the question is whether the Presi­ 
dent should go into the early primaries. 
He could say that he is too busy running 
the nation's affairs to politick. But if he 
gets around the country speaking at 
political rallies, this will look like a tran­ 
sparent excuse to duck the challenge. 
Next month, thanks in part to 
Packard's persuasion, the President is 
making three important appearances in 
California. He will speak at a dedication 
at Pepperdine University near Los 
Angeles on September 20. The following 
day, he goes to Palo Alto to dedicate 
Stanford University’s new law school 
building and on September 22 he speaks 
to the Council on World Affairs in San 
Francisco. These are being billed as non­ 
political. 
If anyone in this age of amassed 
wealth can be called self-made, it is 
Packard With his partner, William R. 
Hewlett, he began an electronics 
business with a few thousand dollars of 
borrowed capital. It has become 
worldwide with branch plants in many 
countries. Wearing his Hewlett-Packard 
hat, he will go shortly to Saudi Arabia 
and Iran on company business. 
Packard is not disturbed by the charge 
of conflict of interest because 30 per cent 
of his business is with the Pentagon. I 
sell them the same products I sell 
everyone else, he says. As has often been 
shown, business success does not mean 
political success. But Packard is charg­ 
ing ahead with a zest for the new game. 


State system abused 


Unless the State Personnel Board acts 
to prevent it, the state’s reliance on per­ 
manent civil service employes to fill top 
management posts is in danger of being 
submarined by politically motivated ap­ 
pointees of Governor Jerry Brown. 


Involved is the Career Executive Ap- 
G 
intment program established by the 
gislature in 1963. Under this system 
civil service employes are elevated to 
key management positions. While those 
given such posts acquire no tenure and 
may be removed at the pleasure of the 
appointing power, the law clearly 
provides the right of return to their 
former civil service jobs. 


In the enactment of the CEA program 
the Legislature declared its purpose to 
be that of encouraging* the development 
and effective use of well qualified and 
carefully selected executives. In 
providing the right of return to the 
“former position” it wa&intended to pre­ 
vent any abusive application of the 
program. This intent is seen in the provi­ 
sions which gives the Personnel Board 
the power to determ ine "form er 
position.” 
The threat to the whole program 
comes in the case of Archie D. Ross, a 
state employe of 26 years, all in the same 
department. Ross joined state service in 
San Francisco and subsequently ac­ 
cepted civil service promotions in 
Sacramento where he has maintained his 
home for more than 20 years. Now, 
within hollering distance of retirement, 
he is being arbitrarily and capriciously 
uprooted and transferred to Los Angeles. 


His difficulty stems from having ac­ 
cepted a CEA appointment. Until then he 
was secure in civil service as deputy 
chief of the investigative division of Con­ 
sumer Affairs. In that job he was 
headquartered in Sacramento and held 
statewide responsibilities. 
But Ross was lured into filling the posi­ 
tion of division chief under the CEA 
provisions with the complete assurance 
of having the absolute right of return to 
his former position should his CEA ap­ 
pointment be terminated. Had it not 
been otherwise he would not have jeopar­ 
dized his family home for a tenuous 
promotion. 
Alas, when new director Takeguchi 
Takei. aooointed by Governor Jerry 


Brown, arrived with his deputies, Ross 
was notified he would be replaced. Since 
this was always a possibility it came as 
no surprise and with no resentment on 
Ross’ part. 
- What did come as a startling shock to 
him was the revelation that the new 
team had no intention of restoring him to 
his former job. Instead he was told he 
would have to move to Los Angeles. Dur­ 
ing his appeal, Personnel Board Hearing 
Officer Robert L. Hill expressed the 
view that the law does not require an 
employe be reinstalled at the same desk 
in the same building. He misses the point 
entirely. 
If an agency can entice a civil service 
employe into a CEA appointment and 
thereafter pull the rug from under by 
abolishing his former civil service job 
leaving him no place to return, the right 
of return spelled out by the Legislature 
becomes a farce. 
Ross functioned as headquarters staff. 
Not all the rationalization advanced by 
the department can convert a field as­ 
signment to a status meeting the law’s 
requirement for return to "former 
position.” 
As Dan Dodge, counsel for the State 
Employes Association, argued, the 
Legislature has given the Personnel 
Board power to intercede in reassign­ 
ment connected with CEA to assure good 
faith is maintained. 
If the Board does not act and Hill’s 
view prevails the CEA program is on the 
road to doom. No one in their right mind 
would risk getting promoted to Blythe or 
Tulelake unless, of course, there are 
some who relish the thought of com­ 
pleting their state service in Stove Pipe 
Wells. To a northern Californian being 
shanghaied to Los Angeles is just as bad.
